he Edmonton city councillor best known for 
T engaging in word warfare with surrounding munic- 
ipalities has a brand new salvo to fire. Robert 
Noce thinks he’s found a way for the city to save 
$130,000. He wants Edmonton to pull its funding from 
the Alberta Capital Regional Alliance (ACRA). 

This alliance is made up of 23 communities. 
Membership is voluntary. But Edmonton is clearly the 
big kid on the block, paying the highest dues to the 
alliance and representing the most people. And yet 
the city has no more say than any other member. 

“Edmonton makes up three-quarters of the popula- 
tion in the region and pays half the costs of this orga- 
nization, but has one vote like Beaumont or 
Morinville. That just doesn’t make any sense to me. 
The city has not received any value for its money and 
time,” said Noce. 

So when ACRA funding comes up for budget 
debate this month, Noce plans to make a motion to 
pull support and cash. And the north Edmonton politi- 
cian believes he has enough votes on council to pass 
the motion. He reveals that a behind-the-scenes can- 
vass of his political colleagues has turned up seven 
supporters of the concept. 

Leaders of surrounding municipalities reacted with 
dismay when informed of Noce’s latest scheme. 

“Well, that’s certainly a major disappointment,” said 
Beaumont Mayor Ken Kobly. “If the City of Edmonton 
wasn’t at the table, I don’t believe the Alberta Capital 
Regional Alliance could effectively speak for the 
entire region.” 

Devon Mayor Bob MacDonald echoes those feel- 
ings. “The present structure of ACRA is a very fragile 
organization really. We have to have everybody on 
board. Because you can imagine if the City of 
Edmonton wasn’t included, then the Alliance would 
just collapse.” 

St. Albert deputy Mayor Kent Davidson stopped 
short of calling Edmonton a bully for suggesting the 
move. But Davidson said he believes ACRA partner- 
ship should be compulsory, so that “everybody is in 
that organization without the ability to bully or under- 
mine the process merely by withdrawing its funding.” 

Davidson thinks the Edmonton threat to withdraw 
funding is likely “an attempt to force the other munic- 
ipalities into looking at ACRA in a completely differ- 
ent way and ensuring that Edmonton is perhaps given 
a more fundamental role in the way it is operated.” 


Newspaper chain

Allan Gregg’s new company, 
Song Corporation, has been listed 
on the Alberta Stock Exchange, 









after completing an amalgamation 
with Tertiary Mines Limited. 

In a reverse takeover, with 
Tertiary Mines as the shell compa- 
ny, each 2.75 shares of Tertiary was 
converted into one common share 
of Song Corp. (which is trading 
under the symbol SOC). Tertiary’s 
closing price before it was consoli- 
dated was 60 cents. With the amal- 
gamation, that made it $1.65 per 
share. 

Oasis Entertainment, one of the 
three core companies of Song 
Corp., lost over $200,000 last week 
when Saturn Distributing Inc. was 
placed in receivership by the 
Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce. Saturn declared bank- 
ruptcy the same day and its secured 
creditors are owed $10.1 million. 
Unsecured creditors (mostly audio 
and video suppliers) are owed $9.6 
million. Oasis was one of Saturn’s 
major unsecured creditors. 

Surprisingly, when the news 
came out that Song Corp had lost 
$200,000 the stocks went from $1.65 
to $2. In most businesses, the stock 
would have dropped. In the music 
business, if a company had that 
much in product with a rackjobber, 
things were obviously going well. 
There are currently three million 
Song Corp. shares in existence and 
an additional 10 million will go on 
the market when the company’s 
prospectus clears. 

Gregg’s partner in The 
Management Trust, Jake Gold, is 
Song Corp.’s vice-CEO and also a 
member of its board of directors. 
The three other inside directors 
head the three core companies of 
Song Corp. — Alex Mair of Attic

Edmonton design group aims for timelessness 


BY GILBERT A. BOUCHARD 
ith a clean, spare esthetics tempered by an ele- 
gant maturity of form and purpose, the furniture 
and accessories of Hothouse Design Studio res- 
onate deeply with an entire generation of consumers 
seeking eclectic home design solutions. 

Tom Sharp, who along with Tim Antoniuk and 
Dennis Lenarduzzi, founded the Albertan design suc- 
cess story in 1992, says his company’s Nordic influ- 
ence has a lot to do with the fact that all three of the 
Hothouse principals were born in Canada and draw 
upon naturalistic sources of inspiration and revel in 
creating their hybrid pieces. 

“We're obviously not attracted to the same things 
that designers in larger centres would be moved by,” 
he explains. 

The 31-year-old Sharp adds he’s never been sure if 
the eclectic school of interior design is just a lengthy 
phase, or if it is the way the people Hothouse designs 
for will continue to live. All he knows for sure is that 
he and his partners (who are 33 and 35-years-old) are 
smack-dab in the middle of their business’ target 
demographic — 20- to 45-year-olds. 

Hothouse has always strived for an eclectic end to 
their design means, says Sharp, and since they have 
yet to design a full line of house furnishings, they 
have had to work with the understanding that their 
customers would be mixing and matching their innov- 
ative one-of-a-kind designs with pieces from other 
sources. For example, Sharp knows that in the early 
days of Hothouse many customers were buying their 
metal chairs as accent pieces and deploying it-in their 
homes as if it were a work of art, juxtaposing it for 
example, alongside an antique piece. 

A case in point is illustrated in the latest Hothouse 
catalogue, an Anik side table, is photographed twice 
— once holding an antique Bakelite phone and a mod- 
em glass vase and again back-dropped by a large col- 
orful canvas by local artist Daryl Rydman. x 

“We never design products that are intended to 
have a short life,” says Sharp. “We aim for the time- 
less.” 

The use of Rydman’s art in the catalogue is also 
reflective of Hothouse practice. “Not only is Daryl a 
good friend of ours, he’s a kindred spirit,” elaborates 
Sharp. “His unique way of painting is consistent with 
the way we work. He’s open to collaboration and 
works with so many different mediums, ideas and 
found objects.” 

While it goes unsaid in the interview, Rydman’s art 
is also akin to Hothouse on another level. Rydman’s 
canvases have a maturity to them and any individual 
piece, no matter how unique, is recognizable as such, 
much like Hothouse designs.

“Our products may be different one from the other, 
but they do all have the Hothouse stamp,” says Sharp, 
“We're constantly assessing what it is we do and figur 
ing out how people use our products. We break 
all our pieces to the minimal, get rid of all the « ;

As for the future, Sharp says the design hous@ 
intends to continue to expand its line of furnishings

you'll be able to have a (Hot)house full of furniture of 
their making. 

Till then, they’re filling in the gaps at their south 
side and downtown Hothouse stores with furnilut 
pieces by design houses with a similar design esti!

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Civil War drama just draws alony |

he big hook for Ang Lee's Civil 
T War drama Ride with the Devil 

is the film début of moon-faced 
chanteuse Jewel. If you don’t 
know anything else about this film, 
you probably know that Jewel is in 
it. For those of you who hate 
Jewel's music or poetry, you’re 
probably looking forward to those 
scathing reviews of her acting abil- 
ities to come rolling in. 

The simple fact is, Jewel is not 
that bad. In fact, her abilities are 
appropriate to the film which, 
while not outrageously good, is 
not stupendously bad either. 

The film follows the fortunes of 
young Jake Roedel (Tobey 
Maguire), the son of a poor 
German immigrant living in 
Missouri in 1862. As civil war 
divides the U.S. into northern and 
southern factions, Jake and his 
buddy Jack Bull Chiles (Skeet 
Ulrich) fall in with the Bush- 
whackers, the ragtag militia of 
young men deploying guerrilla tac- 
tics against the Union Army from 
the north and its sympathizers. 

The presence in their ranks of a 
loyal former slave named Holt 
(Jeffrey Wright), and their racist 
displeasure at having to trust him 
with their lives, foreshadows a Big 
Lesson for the young men, who 
happily mouth the platitudes of 
their forefathers about their right 
to own slaves. That the Big Lesson 
will take close to 2-1/2 hours to 
sink in suggests these characters

t the beginning of Life on 

Earth, film-maker Abderrah- 

mane Sissako declares the new 
millennium will bring no improve- 
ments to life in his home town in 
Africa. This seems to be a fair 
assessment in this film, which is 
both a seathing critique of colo- 
nialism and rhetoric about the 
“global village,” as well as a loving 
portrait of the film-maker’s native 
continent. 

Life on Earth is another instal- 
ment of the “2000 Seen By... ” 
project, a series of films commis- 
sioned to represent the view of the 
millennium through the eyes of 
film-makers from around the 
world. Playing with the campy 
Norman Jewison film, Rollerball, 
Life on Earth is another excellent 
film arising out of this program. 

Sissako borrows strongly from 
the ideas of Martiniquais poet 
Aimé Cesaire, quoted extensively 
in this film, and post-colonial theo-

rist Frantz Fanon. This would 
explain the pessimistic anticolo- 
nial stance in this otherwise beau- 
tiful and touching film about an 
African film-maker (played by 
Sissako) returning from Paris to 
film life in his home town of 
Sokolo in Mali. While packed with 
a strong thesis about the relation- 
ship between African nations and 
the so-called developed world, he 
seeks to make his point with gen- 
tleness rather than militancy. 

This is a stream of conscious- 
ness film of vignettes of the real 
lives of the people of Sokolo. We 
meet Sissako’s father, who 
explains the difficulties of living: 
the price of water has gone up 
again, medical care is difficult and 
expensive to get, an infestation of

its moniker (the casual part) 
while making the most of its 
store-front location. It has a warm 
urban bistro feel — mucho mir- 
rors, brass, two fireplaces, includ- 
ing a free-standing central one, a 
wall-length bench seating area, 
and lots of wood and soothing 
dark/earth tones — with a dining 
room that's on a human scale.
